Pol ice -community  relations  is  a  topic  receiving  increased 
attention  today  from  social  scientists,  journalists,  national  presi- 
dential concussions,  policy  officers,  and  the  public.   This  biblio- 
graphy is  designed  to  serve  as  an  aid  in  providing  access  to  the 
literature  published  in  the  U.  S.  since  1965.   Unpublished  papers, 
doctoral  dissertations,  and  newspaper  articles  are  not  listed.   For 
the  convenience  of  those  in  the  Washington  metropolitan  area  and 
those  whose  libraries  have  adopted  the  Library  of  Congress  class- 
ification schedules,  material  listed  in  the  bibliography  which  are 
in  the  classified  collections  of  the  Library  of  Congress  include  the 
Library's  call  number  in  the  lower  right-hand  corner  of  the  citation. 
A  citation  to  a  magazine  article  includes  the  volume  in  which  the 
particular  article  appears  as  well  as  the  call  number  for  the  bouna 
volume  of  the  publication.   For  law  journal  articles,  the  designation 
"Law"  in  the  citation  indicates  that  the  item  nay  be  found  in  the  Law 
Library  of  the  Library  of  Congress.
